Merit lived in Whately all of his life, first with his parents Morris and 
Evelyn, and then with his wife Grace and their children - Bev, Don, and Tom. 
Merit attended Whately schools, graduated from Deerfield High School in 1951 
and then served in the army in the Korean Conflict. 

A self-employed contractor, Merit was in partnership with his son Tom in 
Dwight Home Improvements. 

Merit was an active member of the Whately Congregational Church and served 
on the ministerial search committees. He was also active in the preservation of 
the historic West Whately Chapel. 

Merit, for many years, was active in the Whately Volunteer Fire Department 
and also served as the Treasurer for the Whately Firefighter's Association. He 
was a member of the Whately Grange. Merit was also a charter member of the 
Whately Lions Club - formerly serving as the King Lion. He was actively 
involved in the Lions Club - dedicated to helping others who were less fortunate 
than himself. Whenever there was a light bulb drive Murph was there; 
whenever there was a springtime “Whately Green Up" activity Murph was there; 
whenever there was any type of activity for which a volunteer was needed Murph 
was there. | 

As a six-year member of the Whately Finance Committee, Merit helped to 
make many of the financial decisions directly benefiting the citizens of Whately. 
His honesty and strong convictions earned him the respect of many of his fellow 
Whately citizens. 

He was an avid sportsman and outdoorsman. He coached the Whately Little 
League Team for several years. His concern was very much with the youth of the 
town. He should probably be known as the "Whately Youth Director", helping to 
shape the futures of many of Whately's young people as well as being an active 
catalyst in the building of the Whately Youth Center. 

This Annual Town Report is dedicated to Merit - whose love of the Town of 
Whately and his work for the town has helped to better many areas of all of our 
lives.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORTS 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Fiscal Year 1989 was a difficult year, and one that took all of the Town's 
resources - both in terms of personnel and finances - to meet. The State's fiscal 
woes have been well documented and their effect on the town have been sig- 
nificant. The financial losses affected the quality of educational services, 
roadway construction, equipment and building maintenance, and other town 
services. But, in the midst of these losses the Board of selectmen was instrumen- 
tal in facilitating a number of changes in the Town's operation which should 
prove to be of long term benefit: 


* Budget - The Selectmen, with the Administrative Assistant and the Finance 
Committee, made significant revisions in the budget process. For FY91 the 
Selectmen established spending targets for town departments, although only about 
half the departments met (or bettered the targets), they still served to keep 
budget requests down. In addition, the Selectmen authorized Administrative 
Assistant Francis C. Rhodes to undertake other changes in the budget process. 
Revenues - The board instructed the Administrative Assistant to conduct an 
extensive review of the fees charged by the Town for various licenses and 
permits. The Selectmen reviewed the report and increased various fees with the 
intent of offsetting the loss of state assistance. 


* Industrial and Commercial Development - Recognizing the need for economic 
development to expand the tax base, the Selectmen for the ad-hoc Commercial and 
Industrial Committee which has proposed zoning changes intended to provide the 
town with additional revenues, while insuring that the development conforms 
with Whately's rural character and minimizes the loss of farmland. Charles E. 
Olanyk served as the Selectmen's representative on the committee. 


* Groundwater Protection - Even as the Board moves to promote economic 
development, it recognizes that the development must be done in a way which puts 
the environment at risk. Accordingly, the Selectmen appointed an ad-hoc 
committee to work with County Land Use Planner Lynn Rubenstein to develop 
guidelines to protect Whately's water supply. 


* Building Inspections and Zoning Enforcement - FY90 marked the first year of 
the Town's participation in the Franklin County Cooperative Building Inspection 
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Program. Ai S. Annis, Jr. serves as the town's representative on the Co-op's 
Board of Directors. 


* Solid Waste - Recognizing the increasing cost of Solid Waste disposal Town 
Meeting voted to join the Franklin County Solid Waste District. The Selectmen 
are seeking alternative disposal methods including composting and recycling. 
William Obear serves as the town's representative to the solid waste district. 


* In 1989, Ai S. Annis, Jr. became Civil Defense Director and has facilitated the 
development of a hazardous materials emergency response plan and has worked 
with the Fire, Police, and Highway Departments to improve the town's emergency 
response capabilities. 


* County Dispatch - This service dispatches both the town's fire trucks and the 
ambulance. Fred W. Bardwell is the representative to the board of directors. 


* Schools - Recognizing the need to replace Whately's aging elementary schools, 
the Selectmen designated Charles E. Olanyk to serve on the Permanent School 
building Committee. The entire board has ben active in the financial discussions 
and specifically in the negotiations to purchase the land on which the school would 
be constructed. 


* Bridges - The Selectmen have approved the application by the Town for three 
bridge construction grants - Williamsburg Road, Swamp Road, and Claverack 
Road. 


Our thanks go to our administrative staff - Barbara Veal, Kristine Ashman, 
and Frank Rhodes for a job well done. We applaud the efforts of our department 
heads and Town Officers for their efforts in a particularly difficult year. We 
thank Myron Orloski for his willingness to serve as Treasurer, and we commend 
Virginia Allis for continued service as Assistant Treasurer. We commend Finance 
Committee Chairman Byron Canney for his hours of work during this difficult 
year. To close, FY91 will be difficult. But we hope to continue to improve the 
quality of life in Whately - even in the midst of the many stresses placed upon 
Our community.

The bulk of my efforts in 1989 were directed at developing Whately's 
response to the effects of the Commonwealth's financial crisis. My efforts (as 
were those of the Selectmen and the Finance Committee) were often directed at 
maintaining the level of Town services demanded by residents with less and less 
dollars. The effects on Whately were unprecedented. Consider that during 1989 
the Town survived four state aid reductions, a failed Proposition 2 1/2 Override, 
a failed Proposition 2 1/2 Debt Exclusion, a Winter Roads budget shortfall, a 
Solid Waste Disposal shortfall, and the House of Representatives cut (later 
restored by the House) of the Incentive Aid Program which funds a share of my 
salary and that of Health Agent Joan Barry. 


Fiscally oriented projects included: 


* A review of the revenues and appropriations for the previous six fiscal years. 
This data is serving as the basis of the town's financial projections and is 
providing the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee with information 
necessary for planning expenditures and revenue enhancements for the next few 
years. 


* Fiscal Year 1990 marks the first year of the Town's use of the revised Chart of 
Accounts. The Chart of Accounts consists of the general budget voted on at Town 
Meeting as well as all ongoing accounts. The Departmental budgets which compose 
the new account system provide a clear accounting of expenses. 


* As in FY90, | have prepared the FY91 budget, including preparation of accounts 
under the control of the Selectmen, as well as assisting several Department Heads 
with their accounts. In the case of the six budgets under the immediate control of 
the Selectmen's Office, | was able to meet the five percent target budget figure for 
By.o1¢ 


* | assisted in the procedural preparations preliminary to seeking Town meeting 
and Town Election approval of the proposed Elementary School and land purchase 
funding and Debt Exclusions. 


“| completed a review of all license and permit fees under the control of the 


Selectmen. Based on that information, the Selectmen acted to increase a number 
of fees to bolster the town's sagging revenues. 
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Other projects included: 


* Securing, with the assistance of the Groundwater Protection Committee, a 

groundwater protection grant application. We received this grant, which 
provided the town with the services of County Land Use Planner Lynn Rubenstein. 
The Committee has recently completed work on this project and their proposals 
will voted on at Town Meeting. 
* Assisting the Selectmen and the ad-hoc Commercial and Industrial Development 
Committee in the further development of the town's commercial and industrial 
base. The intent of this development is to increase tax revenues while insuring 
that development conforms to Whately's rural character. 


* Facilitating the cable television licensing process as a member of the Cable 
Television Advisory Committee. It is our hope that construction will be 
underway by the time this report is published. 


* Publication of the Town Report, which is now produced on the Town's Macintosh 
computer saving both time and money. 


My twenty hours a week in Whately (the other twenty are spent in the Town 
of Gill) were readily filled up addressing major projects like those outlined 
above. My remaining time is spent administering the responsibilities of the 
Selectmen's office, trouble-shooting Town problems, attending Town meetings, 
and representing the Town at State and County meetings. 


In closing, | thank my co-workers Barbara Veal and Keith Bardwell for their 
Support. | thank Karen Skroski, Kathy Gannett, Madeline Nash, and Ralph 
Farrick for their unfailing Support and encouragement throughout a difficult 
year. In particular | commend Charlie Olanyk, Byron Canney, and Kris Ashman - 
the three of you are tireless in your efforts for Whately, and you made a long, 
tough year a whole lot easier. | look forward to working with my bosses - 
Charlie, Ai S. Annis, Jr., and Fred Bardwell - to further improve the ad- 
ministration of the Town of Whately.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


This past year your Finance Committee has been very active with the Board of 
Selectmen, the Administrative Assistant and other Town Officials, balancing the 
1989-1990 Operating Budget and retaining as many Town services as possible. 


The requested override of Proposition 2 1/2 for $120,000 was defeated by a 
wide margin of 70%. This, with a reduction of $60,000 in State aid, required 
substantial reductions in many Town accounts, such as the Frontier Regional and 
Elementary Schools, Haydenville Road reconstruction and other Town accounts. 

Application was made to the State for Emergency State Aid Funds, to no avail, 
as it was felt other cities and towns had a greater need than Whately. 


Frank Rhodes, our Administrative Assistant, has made great strides in 
computerizing the Town Budgets. This is providing greater detail and fast access 
to budget revisions, as well as other pertinent information that is very impor- 
tant to the budget process. 


As we proceed into the 1990-1991 budget process, it is apparent that we 
have difficult times ahead. It is certain the Town is in need of a larger tax base, 
such an area zoned for commercial and industrial growth. This is most apparent 
as the needs of the Town for the next decade come forward: 

1. New Elementary School 

2. New Ambulance 

3. New Road Construction 

4. The ever-increasing cost of regular Town Government 


In closing, the passing of Merit Dwight is noted and our sincere sympathies 
are extended to his family. He expended many years as a member of the Finance 
Committee and served on many other committees throughout the years. He 
strived to make Whately a better place to live. 

We welcome Donald Scott as a new member to the Finance Committee. We feel 
he will 
contribute substantially to the budget process and the Town.

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FRANKLIN COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


County Government is outdated and misnamed. It is an extension of the State 
for managing Jails, Registries of Deeds and Courts. It made sense when judges 
and prisoners arrived on horseback. Yet the County remains in Massachusetts; 
the nearest thing we have to a sense of "regionalism." In Eastern Massachusetts 
there are layers of competing agencies serving the public. Here, towns provide 
most services. There are some regional agencies - the Housing Authority, the 
Building Inspector Co-op, Regional Dispatch, and so on. But these were formed 
by Franklin County to address specific problems which single, small towns could 
not handle on their own. They're cost effective and responsive. They work. 

Franklin County is the only County which has consistently provided services 
which save small towns money. The State doesn't understand the small town. We 
do. We work with towns to figure out what programs towns need to save money or 
tackle a problem, and then we do it. And we fight the State when we have to get 
the County's share of State dollars back to the towns. We advocate for our region. 

There is a hitch. We still have to operate the Jail, Registry and Courthouse - 
the items the State wants to tell us how to run. The State doesn't care that we 
serve our towns well. And now the State's made laws which force us to dump our 
town program money into the Jail and Registry. The State won't finance what 
should be State functions to begin with. There's a hitch at home, too. After 
dealing with the State, most towns fiercely protect "home rule". That's the law 
which reserves for towns all powers the State doesn't take. It seems like the 
State keeps taking though. And that's why the County tried to get a charter a few 
years ago - an effort to hang together before we hang separately. Our charter 
was narrowly defeated at the polls. Something was wrong with the way we went 
about it. So we're trying again with the Franklin FUTURES Committee to come 
up with an organization that can serve all of our towns and act as a base from 
which we can all shout together and be heard in Boston. 

If it ain't broke don't fix it. Town boundaries have been there a long time and 
so they shall remain. But your County is broke - the County that is known for 
being scrappy on Beacon Hill, and working for towns - not just jails, not just the 
Registry. The State is going to fix_us if we don't move quickly to preserve our 
right to work together. The "FUTURES" effort you've heard about in the press 
and radio is our last chance to do for our towns what the State would rather be 
done their way. Please support your County - call the Franklin County 
Commissioners office with your comments and questions about the County and the 
FUTURES effort. And thank you for just taking the time to hear us out.

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PUBLIC WORKS REPORTS 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


After winter left and spring set in we began preparing Long Plain Road, 
Westbrook Road, and Claverack Road for resurfacing. Portions of these roads 
were paved with Bituminous Concrete so as to help strengthen and reshape the 
roads. Also, 3.3 miles of Long Plain Road was resurfaced with oil and stone. 


Looking ahead to next year, | am hoping that the State will continue to fund 
Chapter 90 money. Without this money we will not be able to do anymore paving 
with Bituminous Concrete. | hope this does not happen, but time will tell. 

Again, with the financial condition of the State, we have not had any promises 
with regard to a Public Works Economic Development Grant (PWED), or a Salt 
Storage Shed Grant, when and if these grants become funded. | still feel that 
Whately has a very good chance of obtaining a grant. 


We were able to get the preliminary engineering completed on Swamp Road 
and Claverack Road bridges. The Swamp Road Bridge Proposal has been submitted 
to the State and we are waiting to be approved for funding. 

As for the status of the Williamsburg Road bridge, the designing of the bridge 
will begin in January, 1990. If everything goes according to plans, construction 
on the bridge could begin in 1990. 

As to the situation of Haydenville Road, things look bleak. The reconstruction 
of the road is too costly for the town to do without some financial assistance from 
the State. Money had to be cut from this account, in order to balance the budget. | 
will continue to make attempts at securing the money needed for this project. 


In 1990, | hope to continue with the resurfacing program and complete some 
drainage projects that are so desperately needed. 


My thanks to the Town Officers and my employees for their cooperation in 
making 1989 a good year.

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TREE WARDEN 


Tree pruning by Northeast Utilities was responsible for a continuous flow of 
power without failure. Growth has prompted extension of primary lines in East 
and West Whately with N.U. removing trees - as necessary - with our approval. 
Town Tree Work This Period: 

* Dead, diseased and dying shade trees were removed as follows: 54" maple at 
North Street; 55" maple at Christian Lane; 24" & 28" maple at "Main Street"; 
18" butternut at Strippe/Haydenville Road. Wood given to one abutter, the town 
garage and the Whately Church Mission Committee. Town equipment was used. 

* Pruning: On "Main Street" and River Road young shade trees were given a 
moderate treatment since it is the first ever done. Some were removed due to 
deformity and disease. Limb separation and a leader are necessary to prevent 
"bushing", crowding, splitting, cracking which allows rot and disease to occur. 
Many young trees are beyond help, as with River Road, where trees have eaten 
themselves to early extinction, allowing disease in tops. Pruning where trees 
feed on crop lands must be continuous -the Sugar Maple is not intended to be a 
bush. 

* Trimming: River Road requires constant removal of branches and limbs 
hanging down over the travelled way. A boom truck for next year is planned to 
cover the town in total where severe "tunnel" affect exists. This is a must to 
relieve town liability. 

* Westbrook and Conway roads will be subjected to removal of dead trees, and 
only those which are considered a hazard to those travelled ways. (As budget 
dollars allow). 

Information: 

a. Large limbs and an occasional Sugar Maple are killed by the Leopard Moth 
and Maple Tree Borer. Also, periodic damage by the Pear Thrip will occur. 
However, none are serious enough to discourage the planting of this giant which 
has no equal. 

b. Storm damage was less than $100. 

c. Rup, Markland and two trees on "Main Street" are on the stump removal list 
for spring. Others wishing same from town property must send a card to P.O. 
Box 56, 01093, and be willing to support half the cost. 

d. UMass conducted a test of "Main Street" trees; feeding a tree through the 
cambium which is fairly new, but successful system. We rarely need fer- 
tilization.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Whately Fire Department responded to 126 calls during 1989, an 
increase of three from 1988.

The most destructive fire was at the Todd Sanford residence on Webber Road. 
Smoking in bed by a tenant caused damage which deemed it economically unwise to 
repair. The house was torn down and new one put in its place. We also had a 
kitchen fire caused by a person using flammable liquid near an open flame. A 
tobacco barn and a small greenhouse were also destroyed during the year. 


As the figures show, we had calls for 14 grass and brush fires. Our brush 
truck was used on these calls, saving our larger vehicles from travelling off the 
road. 


On January 27, 1989, Whately took delivery of our new 1989 Fire Truck. 
This truck is a Maxim built truck on an International Harvester cab and chassis. 
We have a 1,500 gallon per minute Hale pump, 750 gallon booster tank and 
1,000 feet of 4 inch fire hose. This truck will serve Whately for many years, 
even with the Town's anticipated growth. The Department wishes to thank the 
committee who wrote the specifications and the Board of Selectmen, Finance 
Committee and Townspeople who backed the purchase of this truck. 


Our 1975 truck needs to have its pump refurbished. | requested this last 
year, but was turned down by the Finance Committee. It is now leaking around 
the main shaft, and the pump will not stay full of water; however, the pump does 
work, but not up to its full capacity of 1,000 gallons per minute. | am again

requesting funds to repair the pump this year. 

We have done considerable work on the tank truck because it was felt that the 
truck was unsafe to drive. It is now in good condition, even though it is a 1972 
vehicle. 


Our Ambulance Coordinator has spent many hours working with the Emergen- 
cy Medical Technicians, doing reports, and working toward a new ambulance. | 
realize that this is not a good time to request a replacement of this vehicle, but | 
do endorse this request fully, and also the report that she has submitted. [follows 
this report] 


To summon aid dial 665-2167. If you dial "0" for the operator, be sure to 
give the location including the Town. A telephone number should also be given. 
And, in addition, an outside light should be turned on, or someone should stand 
beside the road to assist rescue personnel in finding the scene. Telephone decals 
with the emergency number are available from E.M.T.'s and Fire Department 
members. 


Contributions made to the Whately Firefighters' Association are used to 
replace supplies and purchase equipment for the service.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT AMBULANCE DIVISION 


The Whately Ambulance had a total of 86 calls for 1989, representing an 
increase of 4 calls over 1988, as follows: 


Cardiac related 21 Transfer to home from hospital 1 
Vehicle accidents 20 No transport - 
Medical Emergencies 33 Mutual Aid to other towns 4 


Other towns requested Mutual aid 5 times. Of the above calls, 15 were 
Advanced Life Support calls requiring |.V.s, intubation, etc., more than double the 
number for 1988. 

During the year, the Whately Ambulance squad welcomed 4 new E.M.T.'s, 
increased the number of I.V. certified E.M.T.'s from two to four, and three 
E.M.T.'s became certified in the use of defibrillators. We currently have five 
more E.M.T.'s awaiting defibrillator certification and three people enrolled in an 
E.M.T. class that began the end of January. The Town of Whately should be 
extremely proud of the level of care that is provided for them. These E.M.T.'s 
attend monthly classes to maintain their basic certification, and any advanced 
classes such as defibrillator and |.V. training are done because they chose to 
improve the level of care they can offer the Town by attending additional classes. 

A special thank you to the Lions Club and Lionesses for their tremendous 
support. With their help, we were able to update aging equipment and provide 
each E.M.T. with a jump kit, which enables them to provide immediate care if 
they arrive prior to the ambulance. The E.M.T.'s were also able to receive coats 
this past year which provides them with protection from the elements and better 
visibility at the scene of accidents on Route 91 or Route 5, making for a much 
safer situation. 

Our ambulance is 14 years old and beginning to show its age. With the help of 
the E.M.T.'’s and Firefighters and several expensive trips for repairs, we were 
able to make it pass State inspection. The State recommends replacement every 
ten years. We will be requesting again that the Town vote to purchase a new 
ambulance. We understand that this year is going to be difficult for many 
financially, but | don't feel that the Town can wait any longer before replacing 
their ambulance. The E.M.T.'s put in a great deal of hours keeping up their skills 
and they need a vehicle that runs when they need it, and has sufficient space to 
treat the patients adequately. This is a matter of life or death. It has failed us 
once with a patient on board: Let's not let it happen again. | hope all of you will 
attend Town Meeting and continue to support us as you have in the past, and VOTE 
YES to a new ambulance.

FRANKLIN COUNTY BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


| herewith submit my annual report of the F.C.C.B.I.P. for the Fiscal Year 1989. 


| believe the most significant measurement of growth for the communities in the 
F.C.C.B.I.P. is the construction of dwelling units. For the first time in more than 
five years, the number of dwellings constructed in the fifteen member towns has 
dropped. The II% fall in construction of dwelling units is more significant when 
compared with an average 18% yearly increase in the number of units con- 
structed since 1984. This decline is indicative of the overall economic slowdown 
evident throughout the northeast. 


While overall permits have dropped less than 5%, | believe this to be further 
indication that the economy throughout the region is in a period of recession. 
Inspite of the decline in construction, this office has been kept busy with zoning 
enforcement and insuring Building Code compliance. 


In March of 1989 the town of Whately joined the Cooperative, bringing the 
membership up to fifteen towns. 


Finally | would like to take this opportunity to thank the town officials, builders, 
and residents of the member towns of the Cooperative for their help, cooperation, 
and patience during this past year.

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ENVIRONMENTAL COMMITTEE REPORTS 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


On April 1, 1989 the towns of Williamsburg and Whately entered into an 
agreement to form and fund the Foothills Health District under the authority of 
M.G.L. 111, sec. 27A. The District is an example of regional co-operation and is 
the first Health District to cross county lines. It is subsidized by the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development, through the Incentive Aid Program, for a 
three-year period. The provides partial funding for the professional position of 
a Shared Health Agent. The grant pays seventy-five percent of the agent's salary 
for the first year, fifty percent of the agent's salary the second year and twenty- 
five percent the third year. The remainder of the salary and the operating 
expenses are shared by the towns, with assessments based on population. 

State budget cuts have dramatic decreased the technical and financial support 
once offered to towns. Reductions in staff at the MDPH and the relocation of the 
Division of Food and Drug office to Boston directly affects the assistance local 
Boards of Health receive. In addition, the State has revised many sanitary and 
environmental codes resulting in increased responsibilities for local Boards. 
Resources available to address these legal obligations are extremely limited. 
Other services compete for these same finances, but no other arm of local 
government carries the extensive scope of responsibilities. 

The formation of a Health District is the most logical way to obtain 
professional expertise in the areas of public and environmental health. The 
consequences of casual enforcement and partial fulfillment of mandated obliga- 
tions can lead to litigation proceedings against the town by any affected person or 
the State. The Health Agent can ease the threat of liability by adhering to all local 
and State regulations and maintaining accurate records. The most fundamental of 
these laws govern the licensing and inspection of all food service establishments, 
sewage disposal review and permitting, water testing and well installation 
review and permitting, and campground and housing inspections. In an effort to 
provide these services, the fee schedule has beenupdated to reflect the costs of 
conducting thorough inspections. The revenue generated is expected to offset the 
costs of operating the District and is cycled through the general revenue account 
of each town. 

The District's goals are to anticipate potential problems and deal with them 
before they become crises, to decrease the reasonableness of cause for litigation 
and raise public awareness, concerning community sanitation and public health.

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WATER RESOURCE PROTECTION COMMITTEE 


The Committee was established by vote of Town Meeting on June 29, 1985, 
with a charge of developing a program to protect the water supply for Whately 
citizens. A public water supply system was about to begin construction because 
of the discovery of pesticide contamination in wells located in the shallow aquifer 
in the eastern part of town. Preserving the purity of groundwater, supplying the 
new public well, and protecting the remaining private wells in town, therefore, 
were the goals of the Committee. 

Threats to groundwater were of several kinds, some which can be attacked 
locally, and some only by state or federal action. As we have studied these we 
have tried to share our own education on the problem with the citizens of 
Whately, by distributing handouts, flyers, and questionnaires, holding public 
meetings, meeting with and presenting information to Boards and Committees, 
and developing proposals for public action. Ironically, as we have concentrated 
on local action, the original cause of water supply crisis in Whately, pesticide 
contamination by legal use, has not been within our reach. However, support for 
programs which seek to minimize the use of agricultural pesticides, such as 
integrated pest management and consumer acceptance of organically grown 
produce, has increased. 


Summary of Activities: 

During the year, 1985-86, we met with regional and state officials to learn 
about programs, presented comments on behalf of the Town to the Massachusetts 
Water Resource Commission on policy for private water supplies, and 
distributed information about groundwater with the Town Reports. 

Thanks to the efforts of the Franklin County Planning Office, in 1986-87, 
Water Quality Planner Susan Redlich became available half-time under State 
205J Program (Office of Communities and Economic Development). With her 
assistance a Hazardous Materials Bylaw which includes prohibition against new 
residential underground tanks and regulates storage of hazardous materials was 
passed at Town Meeting on April 25, 1987. Aquifer protection zoning was 
studied, and it was the conclusion of the Committee that while the entire area of 
the Town could be said to be sensitive for water supply purposes, and the 
knowledge of the aquifer recharge areas providing the water for the public well 
are not technically well established, we could not support narrowly drawn areas 
as overlay zones for aquifer protection. Rather, land use policy which protects 
against contamination of groundwater throughout town was needed. 

Also during 1986-87, with the assistance of planner Teri Anderson, via a 
grant to the County Planning Office, a joint Growth Committee, in which the 
WWRPC participated, worked on a comprehensive zoning bylaw. The bylaw, 
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approved by Town Meeting in 1987, included groundwater protection through its 
table of uses and environmental standards. 

Additionally, we helped arrange for the Town's participation in two hazardous 
materials collection days organized on a county-wide basis, supported the town 
application for a salt storage shed to mitigate leaching of salt from the public 
works salt and sand supplies, and sought funding for aquifer studies to identify 
the recharge area for the public well. The state fiscal crisis has put the latter 
two efforts on hold although the need has not disappeared. 

We were fortunate in 1989-90 in again obtaining professional planning help 
through the County. Land Use Planner Lynn Rubenstein has worked with Whately 
on a broad approach to improvements in groundwater protection which can be put 
in place at the local level. Some of these, well drilling and septic tank regulation, 
are in the jurisdiction of the Board of Health. Some involving zoning and general 
bylaw action are before Town Meeting. There are proposals for a lawn care 
posting requirement, an unregistered motor vehicle bylaw, amendments to the 
hazardous materials bylaw, and amendments to the zoning Table of Use 
Regulations and language concerning hazardous materials and groundwater 
contamination. A survey of wells, septic systems and underground tanks was 
mailed in the fall of 1989. A proposal for underground tank testing on transfer 
of property has been tabled because of lack of time for development. 

Although the proposals before this Town Meeting will round out a program of 
groundwater protection on many fronts, protection of groundwater is a 
continuing responsibility. The need for vigilence will always be with us. 
However, the Committee feels it has done what it can as an ad hoc committee and © 
the charge should be returned to the Boards and Committees with their traditional 
responsibilities and powers. The major unmet goals we pass on at the present 
are the need to work on identifying and protecting the recharge area of the public 
water supply, and to work on the potential threat from leaking underground 
tanks. We will continue to support their efforts to do so.

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FRANKLIN COUNTY 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


Mid-way through our first operational year, the Solid Waste District can 
point with pride to its accomplishments. 

The District's first full-time administrator, Robert Rottenberg of Colrain, 
came on board in mid-November, helping the District emerge as an independent 
entity after its formative Planning Board years under the County's wing. 


Much of the focus this year has been around the opening of the MRF 
(Materials Recycling Facility) in Springfield, helping our towns gear up for 
mandatory separation of recyclables. Two area trash haulers were selected to 
deliver our towns' MRF boxes to Springfield. The education committee designed 
and printed a poster touting the benefits of recycling; you've undoubtedly seen it 
in many store windows. All area schools were given recycling teaching 
programs, and were encouraged to hold poster-making contests. Many par- 
ticipated. 


What to do with our non-recyclable trash remains a constant focus. 
Discussions continue with the Town of Montague about creating a regional landfill 
in that town. Our mapping project also continues, searching for potential 
alternate or backup sites for a landfill, composting project, or regional transfer 
Station. By the time you read this, it is hoped that our composting feasibility 
Study will have told us that it makes sense to compost our solid waste and sewage 
sludge, producing a material useable by highway departments, nurseries, and 
perhaps gardeners. This process could reduce our solid waste volume by over 
80%. 


The District's five committees are the backbone of all District activity. 
Forty-five town representatives and alternates attended an average of two 
meetings per month throughout the year, designing education programs, writing 
the by-laws, exploring waste management alternatives, overseeing the district 
administration, and preparing budgets and tracking finances. The town represen- 
tatives, appointed by Selectmen, serve as the District's local eyes and ears; their 
active participation ensures the effectiveness of the District's work program. 
They deserve a vote of thanks from all their townspeople for their tireless work.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met more than once a month into 1990 as issues 
continued to be brought before it which required additional time and con- 
sideration. The board has heard several subdivision requests during this year 
and has spent a lot of time dealing with them. Other issues which have taken a lot 
of the board's attention are the issue of common driveways, the proposed phased 
growth by-law and the controversial topic of rezoning. 


The board reluctantly accepted the resignations of member Peter Williams 
and Chair Lyndon Scott. The commitment of these two individuals to the town 
through their service on the Planning Board should not be underestimated; their 
absence will be felt on the board. The board also acknowledges the contribution of 
Lyndon Scott as its representative to the Permanent School Building Committee. 

Members Peter Crisci, Madeleine Nash, and Katherine Gannett were 
appointed to serve on a subcommitte that meets jointly with a subcommittee of 
the Ad Hoc Industrial Development Committee to work on the issue of rezoning of 
land. Katherine Gannett was appointed as the board's representative to the 
Groundwater Protection Committee and Madeleine Nash was appointed to the 
County Planning Board from the Whately board. 

As the board heads into the 90's, it will do so with a full complement of 
seven members. Newly appointed to the board were Peter Crisci and Thomas 
Litwin. Cathy Flynn has consented to be reappointed to the board. The thre new 
members all have backgrounds in various aspects of land use and the board looks 
forward to incorporating their expertise into the decisions that it will be called 
upon to make. 


The goal of the Planning Board is to help Whately face the development 
challenges that await the town in an intelligent and well-considered manner and 
to make well-thought-out decisions which will affect growth and development in 
town in a positive way. It is our hope to serve the community well by doing so at 
this time and into the future.

Annual Report of the Superintendent Director 


| am pleased to submit my fifth annual report of the administration of the 
Franklin County Technical School. As in previous reports, | will briefly report 
only on those significant events that have contributed to our school's growth and 
progress during the past year. 


The student enrollment decreases which have been in evidence in the nation, 
state, and county high schools for the past six years, has had an impact on the 
Tech School enrollment. Due to the decline in student numbers, we are phasing 
out our Agriculture and Drafting programs. Although the decline in high school 
age students will continue to be pronounced for at least two more years, the 
Franklin County Technical School will continue to maintain acceptable student 
loads. The percentage of enrollment decline in the county's high schools appears 
to be offset by a continuing increased percentage of District student applications.

As in every year since this school's opening, perhaps the most serious 
problem facing this School District is the major handicap of attempting to 
establish educationally sound and fiscally responsive operational budgets nearly 
two years in advance of the expenditure calendar for those budgets. This 
difficulty is compounded by the fact that nearly fifty percent of the cost of every 
regional school budget is borne by state reimbursements. When, as it often 
happens, the state changes reimbursement projections, after local budgets have 
been finalized, the results are destructive to effective budget analysis and 
management. 


A very successful Career Fair was held last Spring and eighth graders from 
each of the sending schools were given an opportunity to explore careers in many 
vocational fields. We have entered into a joint program with Western Mass. 
Electric Company designed to reduce our energy consumption. The project has 
been installed, and we are in the process of fine tuning the new equipment. 


As in the past, a large number of community service projects were 
completed by our school production shops. The annual house building project 
(being built this year in Sunderland) is our major project, however, a large 
number of District towns benefited from the skills of our student body. We have 
also been involved in a number of remodeling projects at County Senior Citizen 
Centers. 


The Tech School continues to receive a large and varied number of federal 
grants allocated to curricular improvement. The school receives in excess of two 
hundred thousand dollars in direct grant dollars to assist us in developing a large 
number of vocational and special education programs. Furthermore, a number of 
Our area business and industrial firms donated valuable materials, equipment, 
and services to our school. 
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Our work experience and cooperative work programs continue to be very 
effective job placement vehicles for the Tech School student. As of September 
1989, our Senior placement record was as follows:

WHEREAS, The Town of Whately is presently on a waiting list to participate 
in the Municipal Recycling Facility (MRF) and must have in place a recycling 
progam before being accepted as a member community. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Town Meeting of the Town of 
Whately, County of Franklin, State of Massachusetts and hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same as follows: 


SECTION 1: RECYCLING PROGRAM 

There is hereby established a program for the mandatory separation of 
certain recyclable material from garbage or rubbish by the residents of the 
Town of Whately. 


SECTION 2: DEFINITIONS 
Recyclables are the discarded materials described below which may be 
reclaimed and are considered usable by reprocessing industries. For the 
purpose of this by-law, they are defined in the following categories: 
A. Aluminum: Cans made from aluminum, aluminum foil, aluminum 
wrappers, and containers or trays used in the packaging, preparation of 
cooking of prepared dinners, pies, cakes or other foods. 
B. Glass: All unbroken jars and bottles, or similar products made from 
silica or sand, ash, soda and limestone; the product being transparent or 
translucent and being used for packaging or bottling of various matter and all 
other material commonly known as glass excluding: 

|. Blue and flat glass commonly known as window glass 
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2. Dishes and crockery 

3. Lightbulbs 

4. Bottles formerly containing poisons, pesticides or petroleum products. 
C. Cardboard: Corrugated boxes, cardboard cartons, pasteboard and similar 
corrugated and craft paper materials excluding: 

1. Wax or plastic coated cardboard 

2. Cardboard contaminated with oil, grease, food or other contaminants 
that would render it unsuitable for reprocessing. 
D. Paper: All waste paper products including newsprint, newspaper 
supplements, magazines, wrapping paper, junk mail etc. excluding: 

1. Wax paper 

2. Envelopes with plastic windows 

3. Paper products contaminated with food, grease, oil etc. 

4. Diapers and sanitary products 
E. Ferrous metal cans: All containers, composed in whole or iron or steel and 
so-called "tin" cans used for the packaging or storing of various food and non- 
food items excluding: 

1. Containers which contained paint or petroleum based solvents 

2. All aerosol spray cans 

3. Cans formerly containing poisons and petroleum products 


SECTION 3: PREPARATION OF RECYCLABLES 

All recyclable materials must be clean and uncontaminated. All glass, metal 
cans, aluminum food trays, etc. must be washed before being deposited in 
recycling bins. 


SECTION 4: SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLES 
1. Recyclable paper shall be placed in the recycling shed/receptacle/con- 
tainer in a manner to prevent the scattering of paper. 

A. Newspapers shall be securely tied in flat bundles, none of which shall 
weigh more than 50 pounds. 

B. All other papers shall be either tied in bundles or placed in paper bags. 

C. Corrugated boxes and cardboard cartons must be flattened and placed in 
the appropriate receptacle/container. 

D. Glass and metal cans shall be placed in the appropriate containers 
provided 
2. Recyclables shall not be placed in plastic garbage bags for collection, 
removal or disposal. Recyclables shall not be placed in the same refuse 
container as, otherwise mixed with, other forms of solid waste for collection, 
removal or disposal. 
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SECTION 5: OWNERSHIP OF RECYCLABLES 

1. Upon collection by the Town of Whately, pursuant to the program 
established hereby and the rules and regulations issued hereunder, such 
recyclable materials shall become and be the property of the Town of 
Whately. It shall be a violation of this by-law for any unauthorized person, 
employees of the town or contractors hired by the town, to collect or pick up 
or cause to be collected or picked up any recyclable material. Any and each 
unauthorized collection or pick up in violation hereof shall be a separate and 
distinct offense punishable as hereinafter provided. 

2. Any violation of this section, or any part hereof, shall be punishable by a 
fine not to exceed two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) and the violator 
shall make restitution to the town for the value of any recyclables illegally 
removed. 


SECTION 6: EFFECTIVE DATE 
This by-law shall be in effect after the Board of Health has published a public 
notice detailing the procedures and starting date(s). 


SECTION 7: ENFORCEMENT 
The Board of Health will be charged with the responsibility of enforcing this 
by-law. 


SECTION 8: 
The recycling facilities provided by the town shall be reserved for the 
exclusive use of Whately residents. 


SECTION 9: SEVERABILITY 
If any provision, sentence, or phrase thereof shall be held invalid for any 
reasons, the remainder of this by-law shall continue in full force."; or take 
any action relative thereto. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will adopt the following "Growth Control 
Bylaw": 

Section A. Purpose 

The purpose of the Growth Control Bylaw is to promote orderly growth in the 
Town of Whately, consistent with the rate of growth over the last ten calendar 
years, to phase growth so that it will not unduly strain the community's 
ability to provide basic public facilities and services, to provide the Town, 
its boards and its agencies information, time and capacity to incorporate such 
growth into a master plan for the community and the regulations of the 
community, and to preserve and enhance existing community character and 
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the value of property. 


Section B. Individual Building Permits 

1. No more than ten individual building permits for new dwellings shall . 
issued in any one calendar year unless they meet the criteria found in Section 
B(c) or in Section C. 

2. Building permits for new dwellings will be available starting on January 
1st of each year. Permits will be issued on a first-come, first-served basis 
subject to the following criteria: 

a. No person may receive more than one building permit in a twelve (I2) 
month period unless they meet the criteria of Section C. 

b. No more than three (3) permits for new dwellings can be issued in a 
twelve (12) month period that are on contiguous lots or that were under 
common ownership whether contiguous or not at the time of the adoption of 
this bylaw unless they meet the criteria of Section C. 

c. Special Conservation Permits: Five permits in a twelve (12) month 
period will be available to applicants with substantial building lots who are 
willing to dedicate all of the land except that needed for a one acre house lot to 
conservation purposes. The dedication would entail a deed restriction or a 
conservation restriction enforceable by the Town or a non-profit land trust 
and the Town. These Special Conservation Permits will not count toward the 
overall Town building cap. To qualify for one of these permits, the following 
conditions must be met: 

1.) The parcel in question must contain a minimum of fifteen (15) 
acres and 400 feet of frontage on a public way. 

2.) All of the land except for the one acre needed for the building site 
must be placed under a conservation or a deed restriction enforceable by the 
Town or a non-profit land trust and the Town. 

3.) Only one single family dwelling or a duplex would be allowed on the 
lot. 

4.) The building shall be sited so as to minimize the impact on existing 
views, prime farmland, valuable forestland and other natural resources. 


Section C. Multiple Building Permits 

1. Up to ten building permits for ten dwelling units within a calendar year 
may be granted using the criteria set out below. These permits would be 
exempt from the Town building permit cap described in Section B. 

2. Any person, persons, corporations, partnerships or other equity 
interested in building on either more than three contiguous parcels or on 
more than one parcel of land held in common ownership at the time of passage 
of this bylaw may apply for up to five (5) permits in a twelve month period

providing they meet one or more of the following criteria: 

a) The proposed development is an Open Space Development as defined in 
Section 171-25. 

b) The site design for the proposed development minimizes the impact on 
prime farmland or prime forestland as designated on the land use maps 
prepared by the Franklin County Planning Department. Minimizing the 
impact can be accomplished by clustering the proposed units and placing the 
valuable resources under permanent conservation restrictions. 

c) The proposed development incorporates a minimum of 25% affordable 

housing. For the purposes of this bylaw affordable housing will be defined as 
housing that meets the specifications of either federal or state housing 
assistance programs. 
3. If a development proposal which has been approved by all appropriate local 
boards and commissioners involves more than five dwelling units, the 
developer may request from the Planning Board a guarantee that five permits 
for five dwelling units will be issued each following year until the develop- 
ment is complete. 


Section D. Procedures 

1. Pre-application: To qualify for a building permit Application, the 
applicant must fill out a Growth Control Application which can be obtained 
from the Town Clerk. The Planning Board has the authority to promulgate 
regulations regarding the contents of the Growth Control Application and may 
revise it as necessary. 

2. Planning Board Review: Upon completing the Growth Control Application 
and having it date and time stamped by the Town Clerk, the applicant must 
bring it to the Planning Board's regularly scheduled meeting. The Planning 
Board will be responsible for maintaining a list of applicants, and for 
reviewing the Growth Control Application to determine the conformance of the 
project to the Growth Control Bylaw. Applicants will be given preference on 
a first-come, first-served basis, with the date and time stamp from the Town 
Clerk serving as the basis for deciding the order of the waiting list. Once the 
Planning Board endorses the Growth Control Application, the applicant is then 
able to apply for a building permit with the Building Inspector. 

Section E. Building Permit Amendments 

No change may be made to an existing building permit without the approval of 
the Building Inspector as required by the State Building Code, 780 CMR 
113.8 and 113.9. 

Section F. Protection Against Zoning Change 

The protection against subsequent zoning change granted to land in a sub- 
division by M.G.L.A. Ch. 40A, S. 6 shall, in the case of development whose 
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completion has been constrained by Town Actions taken under the Growth 
Control Bylaw, be extended the length of time needed to complete a project, 
with a maximum of ten years." ; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will adopt the following "Lawn Care Posting Re- 
quirement" bylaw: 


Section 1: 

Statutory authority: This by-law is adopted by the Town of Whately under its 
home-rule powers, its police powers to protect the public health, safety and 
welfare, and its authorization under MGL Ch. 40, Sect. 21, and Ch. 148, Sect. 
OF 


Section 2: 

Purpose: The purpose of this by-law is to safeguard the health, safety, and 
welfare of Whately citizens by preventing the unintentional exposure of 
residents to pesticides. 


Section 3: 

Pursuant to 333 Code of Massachusetts Regulations (CMR) 10.03 (30) all 
commercial applicators of pesticides for the control of turf pests on 
residential properties shall send an information packet to include advance 
notice signs, as described below, to the homeowner or contracting entity. 
Section 4: 

A sign shall be posted by the homeowner or contracting entity at the front of 
the property on the lawn to be treated. If a residential property has more 
than one entrance, those areas must be posted. These signs must be posted by 
the homeowner or contracting entity for at least 48 hours prior to the 
application of pesticides, and shall remain posted for at least 48 hours after 
such application. 


Section 5: 

Specifications for signs: 

1. The sign must be at least 5" x 4". 

2. The sign must be yellow with black, bold faced lettering. 

3. The sign must be sturdy, weather resistant material. 

4. When posted, the bottom of the sign must be at least one foot above the 
surface of the turf. 

5. The sign shall also have stated on it the period, not to exceed four days, 
during which the lawn shall be treated with pesticides, and a phone number to 
call the commercial applicator for information and precautions to take. 
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6. The commercial applicator shall notify the homeowner or contracting 
entity of the period during which application will take place at least 72 hours 
before pesticides are applied. 


Section 6: 

Any person who violates any provision of this by-law may be subject to 
punishment by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100). Each day 
a portion thereof during which a violation continues shall constitute a 
separate offense. The Board of Selectmen shall take such legal action as is 
necessary to enforce this by-law. 


Section 7: 

If any provision, sentence, or phrase of this by-law shall be held invalid for 
any reason, the remainder of that regulation and all other regulations shall 
continue in full force . "; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article16: To see if the Town will adopt the following "Unregistered Motor 
Vehicle" bylaw: 

Section 1: 

Statutory authority: This by-law is adopted by the Town of Whately under its 
home-rule powers, its police powers to protect the public health, safety and 
welfare, and its authorization under MGL Ch. 40, Sect. 21, and Ch. 148, 
Sect. 9. 


Section 2: 

Purpose: The purpose of this by-law is to safeguard the health, safety, and 
welfare of Whately citizens by helping to protect the ground and surface 
water resources of Whately by preventing the discharge of hazardous fluids 
and materials from unused motor vehicles. In addition, the by-law seks to 
limit the breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 


Section 3: 

No person shall park, store, or otherwise place or leave in or upon land in 
any district within Whately any junk car or truck for a period of more than 
thirty days, nor more than two unregistered cars or trucks for a period of 
more than six months following the expiration date of the registration of said 
motor vehicle, except as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4: 


Exceptions: (1) motor vehicles used and duly licensed for commercial 
automotive purposes in compliance with all licensing and zoning re- 
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quirements, (2) motor vehicles within an enclosed building on an imper- 
meable surface, (3) farm and construction equipment. 


Section 5: 

Definition: A junk car or truck is one not capable of being used as such in its 
existing condition by reason of being damaged or dismantled or failing to 
contain functioning parts necessary for operation. 


Section 6: 

Penalty: Any person who violates any provision of this by-law shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than three hundred dollars ($300) for each 
vehicle and each day that a violation continues to exist. The Board of 
Selectmen shall take such legal action as is necessary to enforce this by-law. 


Section 7: 

Severability: If any provision, sentence, or phrase thereof shall be held 
invalid for any reason, the remainder of this by-law shall continue in full 
force. "; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Hazardous Wastes and 
Materials By-Law by replacing all references to "DEQE" or the "Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering" to "DEP" or "Department of Environ- 
mental Protection". "; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Hazardous Wastes and 
Materials By-Law, Section 95-7 Required registration, A. General Re- 
quirement., (3) by adding the following: 

There shall be a $10 (ten dollar) fee for registration. This registration 
shall be in addition to any permits previously applied for. As of the date of 
passage of this bylaw any permit application filed subsequent to that date with 
the Fire Department for the installation of a new or replacement underground 
storage tank will serve as the registration form required in this paragraph . 


Upon registration, the Board of Health will provide the owner or user a "flag" 
with which to identify the tank as duly registered. This "flag" must be 
prominently displayed at the fill pipe. 


As of any party that puts materials into an un- 
derground storage tank which does not display a "flag" certifying that the tank 
has been duly registered with the Board of Health must notify the Board of 
Health within 48 hours of such delivery. Such notification will include the 
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name of owner of tank, street address, size of tank, and substance provided. "; 
or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Hazardous Wastes and 
Materials By-Law, Section 95-13 Violations and penalties, B., by deleting 
the following: "The Board of Health shall take such legal action as is necessary 
to enforce this regulation."; and adding the following: "The Board of Health or 
Fire Chief shall take such legal action as is necessary to enforce this 
regulation."; or take any action relative thereto. 


Land Use 

Article 20: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning By-Law, 
Section 171-8. Table of Use Regulations., D., by adding the following use 
regulations to the table:

Article 21: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning By-Law, 
Section 171-12 Nonconforming Uses, B., by deleting section "B: and 
Substituting the following: 

"Other nonconforming structures or uses may be altered, extended, 
reconstructed or changed to provide for the same use or a different use under 
a special permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals only if the Board finds that 
such alteration, extension, reconstruction or change will not be substantially 
more detrimental to the neighborhood than the existing nonconforming use, 
from the ZBA only if the Board finds that such alteration, extension, 
reconstruction, or change will not be substantially more detrimental to the 
neighborhood than the existing non-conforming use, and that it will not 
increase the danger of ground water pollution or contamination."; or take any 
action relative thereto. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning By-Law, 
Section 171-17 Site plan review and review of large developments, A. (4) , 
by adding the following: 

"If the applicant is proposing a use which will use, manufacture, process, 
Store, involve, or dispose of hazardous wastes or materials, the following 
information must be submitted as well: 

9. A complete list of chemicals, pesticides, fuels and other potentially 
hazardous materials to be used or stored on the premises in quantities greater 
than those associated with normal household use. 

10. Those businesses using or storing such hazardous materials shall file a 
hazardous materials management plan with the Planning Board, Board of 
Health, and Fire Chief, which shall include: 

a. Provisions to protect against the discharge of hazardous materials or 
wastes to the environment due to spillage, accidental damage, corrosion, 
leakage or vandalism, including spill containment and clean-up procedures. 

b. Provisions for indoor, secured storage of hazardous materials and 
wastes with impervious floor surfaces. 
c. Evidence of compliance with the regulations of the Massachusetts 
Hazardous Waste Management Act 310 CMR 30. 
11. Drainage recharge features and provisions to prevent loss of recharge. ; 
or take any action relative thereto. 
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Article 23: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning By-Law, 
Section 171-31 Special permits., F. Criteria, by adding the following: 

"In the case of proposed uses which require a special permit for uses which 
involve hazardous materials or wastes, a higher level of scrutiny will be 
required to ensure the future health and safety of our ground water sup- 
plies."; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning By-Law, 
Section 171-37 Terms defined., by adding the following: 
"Contamination/pollution. Any substance introduced to water which exceeds 
Massachusetts drinking water standards, guidelines or health advisories; or 
any substance detected in quantities determined by the Department of 
Environmental Protection to negatively impact public health. 

Ground water. All waters found beneath the surface of the ground. 


Hazardous Material: any substance with such physical, or infectious 
characteristics as to pose a potential hazard to existing or potential water 
supplies or to human health. Hazardous materials include, but are not 
limited to toxic chemicals, heavy metals, radioactive or infectious wastes, 
acids and alkalis, pesticides, petroleum products, herbicides, organic 
solvents, and thinners. 


Hazardous Waste. Any waste material hazardous to human health or the 
environment as designated by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency under 
40 CFR 261 and the Regulations of the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste 
Management Act., Mass. General Laws, Chapter 21C. 


Junk or Salavage Yard. An open-air (not enclosed in a structure with an 
impermeable floor) land use which includes the abandonment, collection, 
processing, purchase, receipt, storage, or sale of scrap or discarded goods, 
materials, machinery, or other type of junk. Exceptions to this definition 
shall be: recycling stations for glass, paper, plastic, aluminum, tin, and 
other items as the Board of Health shall deem to be recyclable and safe to the 
immediate environment, including ground water, leaf and yard waste 
composting facilities, state licensed transfer stations, and architectural 
component facilities. 

; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will revise the Town's Zoning Districts, by 
revising the use of land listed below from "Agricultural-Residential" to 
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"Industrial-Commercial" by amending the "Town of Whately Zoning Map", in 
accordance with the provisions of the Whately Zoning Bylaw, Article Il Zoning 
Districts, Section 171- 4: 

"Parcel on the east side of Routes 5 & 10 parcel 6, map 19; Parcel on the 
east side of Routes 5 & 10 parcel 33, map 25; Parcel on the west side of 
Routes 5 & 10 parcel 29, maps 19 & 25; Parcel on the west side of Routes 5 
& 10 parcel 32, map 25; a portion of parcel 4, map 19, identified as four 
house lots listed in book 2332, pages 205, 207, 209 and 211 at the 
Franklin County Registry of Deeds."; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will revise the Town's Zoning Districts, by 
revising the use of land listed below from "Agricultural-Residential" to 
"Industrial-Commercial" by amending the "Town of Whately Zoning Map", in 
accordance with the provisions of the Whately Zoning Bylaw, Article Il Zoning 
Districts, Section 171- 4: 

"Parcel 1: Bounded on the west by routes 5 & 10 (Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts), on east by Interstate 91 (Commonwealth of Massachusetts), 
on the south by Interstate 91 (Commonwealth of Massachusetts), and on the 
north by Christian Lane (Town of Whately). 

Parcel 2: Bounded on the west by parcels 12, 13, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 
22, 25, 26, 28, 31 and 36 as recorded on maps 12 and 19 of the Whately 
Board of Assessors, on the east by routes 5 & 10 (Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts), on the south boundry by land now or formwerly of Zoly, and 
on the north by the property line between Backiel and Szawloski."; or take 
any action relative thereto. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will revise the Town's Zoning Districts, by 
revising the use of land listed below from "Agricultural-Residential" to 
"Commercial" by amending the "Town of Whately Zoning Map", in accordance 
with the provisions of the Whately Zoning Bylaw, Article Il Zoning Districts, 
Section 171- 4: 

"Parcel 7 on Town of Whately Assessors Map 32", owned now or formerly 
by Lyndon L. Scott and David L. Scott. The parcel, containing 13 acres, more 
or less, abuts land now zoned commercial, and is bounded by a tract of land on 
the west side of Routes 5 & 10, bordering land on the north, of F. L. Roberts, 
west by the west drain in "great swamp and on the south by land” of Joseph 
Brynda and on the east by Routes 5 & 10. Containing approximately 13 acres 
with 586 feet, plus or minus, of frontage."; or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will amend the Whately Zoning Bylaw, Section 
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171-12 Nonconforming Uses, D., by striking out said subsection "D" in its 
entirety and substituting the following in lieu thereof: 

"Nonconforming structures damaged or destroyed may be repaired or 
reconstructed (at the option of the owner) provided that the repaired or 
reconstructed structure is in equal or better condition than the damaged or 
destroyed structure, is located on the same portion of the lot and has the same 
dimentions as the damaged or destroyed structure (except as to height which 
shall be subject to Section 171-9C), is not substantially more detrimental to 
the neighborhood than the damaged or destroyed structure and is put to the 
same use as the damaged or destroyed structure and/or to any other use 
permitted herein." ; or take any action relative thereto. 


Capital 

Article 29: To see if the Town will authorize the borrowing of $50,000 for 
the purchase of new modular-type ambulance under the direction of the Board 
of Selectmen, provided that this vote shall not take affect until the town votes 
to exempt from the limitation on total taxes imposed by General Law Chapter 
59, Section 21C (Proposition 2 1/2) amounts required to pay the principal 
and interest of and interest on the borrowing authorized by this vote, and 
provided also that that this vote shall not take effect until the Board of 
Selectmen votes to establish a system of fee collection for ambulance use, or 
take any action relative thereto. : 


Article 30: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds $10,000 to be used for repairs and improvements to 
Haydenville Road, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 31: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds $5,000 to be used for repairs and improvements to Master- 
son Road, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 32: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds $4,000 to be used for the repair and replacement of the 
Webber Road culvert, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 33: To see if the Town will accept and expend any money that might 
become available from state or federal funds for road work for the fiscal year 
1991 and for the chapter 90 type funds, authorize the selectmen to enter into 
contracts with the commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Public 
Works, and to authorize the Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of reimbursement, or take any action relative thereto. 
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Article 34: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds $9,070 to be used for construction, reconstruction, and 
improvement of highways, this figure to match the State's contribution of 
$27,208 under Chapter 15, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 35: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds, or otherwise provide a sum of money for the purchase of a 
computer system and appropriate hardware and software, at the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen, to be used by town officials, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


Administrative 

Article 36: To see if the Town will modify the requirements for membership 
on the Permanent School Building Committee to allow the Planning Board to 
designate one of its members, or in the alternative, another citizen of the 
Town of Whately to serve on said Committee, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Article 37: To see if the Town will disband the Water Resource Protection 
Committee, formed in accordance with Article 4, of the Special Town meeting 
of June 29, 1985, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 38: To see if the town will accept any trust funds that may have been 
given to the Town during Fiscal Year 1990. 


Article 39: To see if the Town will authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1990, in 
accordance with the provisions of the General laws, chapter 44, Section 4, 
and to issue any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


Article 40: To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for and accept any State or Federal grants, said grants to reduce the amount to 
be borrowed, or take any action relative thereto. 


Free Cash 

Article 41: To see if the Town will authorize and direct the Assessors to take a 
sum of money from unappropriated funds to be used to stabilize the tax levy 
for fiscal year 1991, or take any action relative thereto. 
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
